In many cases, these appointed 
attorney s carry ou t their du ties 
with diligence and responsibility .

proceeded on the assu mption that 
society ’s obligation to the accu sed 
can be redeemed simply by tell­ 
ing priv ate lawy ers: 
“ Defend this 
man. 
Giv e him 
y ou r time and y ou r adv ice. Pro­ 
tect hts rights. And then pay for 
it ou t of y ou r own pocket.” 


THESE LAWYERS are not re­ 
imbu rsed ev en for their ou t-of- 
pocket costs. They will not 
re­ 
ceiv e a shred of assistance from 
inv estigators or ex pert witnesses. 
They often will not be appointed 
u ntil long after arrest, when wit­ 
nesses may hav e disappeared and 
leads grown stale. 


How wrong this sy stem is was

liev e it is the most comprehensiv e 
y et flex ible solu tion ev er dev ised 
to the problem. 


The Criminal Ju stice Act wou ld 
requ ire, for the first time, that a 
sy stem 
of 
adequ ate 
representa­ 
tion mu st be established in ev ery 
federal district. E ach district has 
freedom 
to dev ise a 
plan best 
su ited 
to 
its 
local 
needs. 
The choice of a plan is wide, 
bu t a choice mu st be made. There 
is 
no option to do nothing 
to 
permit inadequ ate representation 
to continu e in any federal cou rt. 
There are fou r choices: To con­ 
tinu e to appoint priv ate attorney s, 
bu t to pay them $15 an hou r for 
their serv ices: to establish a paid 
pu blic defender s office;

THE $15 FIGURES is su bstan­ 
tially 
less 
than

The fu rther fairness of reim bu rs­ 
ing appointed attorney s for ou t- 
of-pocket ex penses is plain. 
Prov iding for paid attorney s is 
fu ndamental. Bu t an adequ ate de­

portant are defense serv ices.

CONGRESS now has the oppor­

tion or other operation becomes 
necessary, s p e c i a l precautions 
must be taken to prevent severe 
loss of Mood. 
Thousands of doctors are still 
giving their patients 
anticoagu­ 
lants and appear to be dstisfied 
with the results. But an increas­ 
ing number of reports now sug­ 
gest 
that 
long 
range 
survival 
chances are as good or better 
when no anticoagulants are given. 


RECENTLY, anticoagulants ha­ 
ve been put to two new u ^ e s . 
Contradictory as it m ight seem , 
som e hem orrhages are apparent­ 
ly caused by excessive amounts 
of som e of the clotting elem ents. 
Then heparin m ay be given to 
stop the bleeding. T h a t 
should 
give you som e idea of what a 
com plicated m echanism b l o o d 
clotting is. 
The other unexpected use of an­ 
ticoagulants has to do with 
the 
spread of m alignant tumors. Plas- 
min and heparin have been shown 
to reduce spreading by keeping 
the tumor cells circulating in the 
blood rather than com ing to rest 
in a sm all clot. 
While still circulating they were 
more readily reached by 
drugs 
that slow their growth. If 
drugs 
that not only slow thèm up but 
kill them can be found, antico­ 
agulants m ay be a valuable ad­ 
junct to such treatment. 


MEANWHILE, m a n y doctors 
are convinced that the dangers of 
giving anticoagulants far outweig*1 
any theoretical 
advantages. 
Dr. 
D. A. Rytland of Stanford Un­ 
iversity, believes that m any of the 
favorable reports of the use of an­ 
ticoagulants in the treatm ent 
of 
stroke and heart attacks are bas­ 
ed on satistical errors. 
If after 20 y ears of use a large 
part of the scientific w orld is in 
doubt about the value of these 
drugs, it is highly im probable that 
they are of any w orth, c l a i m s 
R ytand.

Barnett, Wallace, King Testify 
2 Whites, Negro 


Give Racial Views

WASHINGTON (AP) - In some 
m em orable words a Negro and 
two segregationist governors got 
their views before Congress theie 
past few days on just and unjust 
laws and the rights of whites and 
Negroes.

Wallace of Alabama—both tried 
this past year to defy a federal 
court order to admit Negroes to 
their

universities.

yielded only when President Ken­ 
nedy used troops.
